Water betterments spark interest 


Whatever fears there might 
have been that there would be no 
quorum at the special town 
meeting on May 16 seemed to be 
displaced Tuesday night. The 
Finance Committee hearing on 
the warrant for that meeting 
erupted into a series of 
arguments by voters. Most 
seriously argued was the 
question of betterments for 
replacement of water mains in 
article three 

Residents of Marcus Road and 
Oakridge Circle debated 


furiously for an hour and a 
quarter with water com 
missioner Arthur — Smith. 


themselves, and others, over the 
rights and wrongs of bet 
terments, One person only was 
from Hathaway Acres, Mitchell 
Spiris of Truman Road. Mr 
Spiris, halfway through the 
arguments, stood up to say he 
had been in favor of betterments

for water mains, and now he was 
not 

Alter World War II, Hathaway 
Acres was developed by A.P. 
Rounds, and the two roads off 
Gowing Road were developed by 
another person, They installed 
two inch water mains, and 
services to every home, off those 
mains. The streets were laid out 
to ihe satisfaction of the then 
planning board, and the streets 
alter being surfaced, were 
accepted by the town meeting 

The presumption is that the 
two inch water mains were laid 
with the approval of the water 
commissioners. That may or 
may not be so, but the 
argument, as advanced by Dom 
Beninati_ and Dick Gustafson 
was that the town had accepted 
those water mains, and it was 


now responsible for them, and 
their maintenance. Others 
jomed in with the same and 
other arguments. 

They were, they said, paying 
their share of the cost of the 
water treatment plant (off 
Butters Row, Ed.), and. they 
were not getting any of the clean 


water from that station. 


Beninati related in some 


detail the events of a meeting on 
wruary 4 with the water 
commissioners, wherein, he 


said, $206,000 in surplus revenue 
and $260,000 from the state plus 
other funds amounted to a total 
of $560,000 for the replacing of 
two inch mains by six inch 
mains 

We lett that meeting with the 
understanding they were going 


to replace those water pipes 
The street was built under 
betterment, and we asked at 


water mains and commissions 

It doesn’t do anything about 
replacement. It says for 
placement. The town is 
responsible for the replacement 
of those water mains! 

The rebuttals to Mr. Beninati 
and others came from Arthur 
smith. He was good natured, 
and he gave as well as he 
eceived. 

Smith told Beninati that the 
water commissioners had made 
no such promise. The amount of 
money coming from the state 
was, he said, $175,000. 

This is a free country! You 
can go to the town meeting; you 
can vote as you choose, for 
betterments or for bonding. You 
have your choice!” 

Betterments (payments by 
abuttors) or bonding (payment 
by the whole town) were two 
items that were largely 
discussed, Residents felt that 
inasmuch as they were paying 
for the bonding of the water 
treatment plant the rest of the 
town could help to pay for the 
water mains, by the bonding 

Smith explained several times 
that the money that comes in, 
from the sale of water, is used 
by the commissioners to run the 
water department, to pay for 
maintenance and repairs, and to 
improve the system. The water 


commissioners want, in about 
five years, to erect a water 
treatment plant in North 
Wilmington, and to erect a 


standpipe in North Wilmington, 
so as to improve the water in 
that part of the town 

If the improvement of the 
water mains, taking out two inch 


mains and replacing by six inch 
mains, is done under bonding, 
the price of water will go up, he 
said. He guessed at a 10 percent 
increase in price 

Then, if there are more water 
mains which are replaced, the 
price of wter can go up another 
10 or 15 percent. In five y 
Smith said, the price of, water 
can have doubled. . 

And, he said, at a different 
time, this would not allow for the 
erection of the new treatment 
plant or standpipe. He added 
that among the costs this year 
was one for vandalism t6 one of 
the pumping stations. 

Another discussion by a lady 


from Marcus Road was about 
houselots on curves, not on 
corner lots, She said that 


someone would be paying $7,000 
in betterments. This was not for 
her own lot, which she felt would 
be fairly reasonably priced at 
$2500. 

If spread out over the town it 
seems fairer. It should not be 
voted by people who do not 
understand the problem. I have 
been here 10 years and they 
have only flushed the pipes once. 
Some people will be voted out of 
their home. 

Margaret McNeil of Oakridge 
Circle (who also spoke on othe: 
issues) said she would like to see 
the article passed over in the 
town meeting. She told how 
water commissioner George 
Allan had said they had $260,000 
and all that was needed was 
matehing funds, “Mr. Allan 
does not drink that water! 

Her husband told of the second 
town meeting he had attended,

Members of the Tewksbury 
Board of Appeals have made 
personal inspections, during the 
past week, of the Lakeside 
Mobile Home Court, on the 
southwesterly side of Long 
Pond. 

A report trom Building In- 

‘or Bill Granfield says that 
are “many violations” of 
the building code, in that trailer 
park. The Tewksbury planning 
board also feels that there are 
zoning violations 

The planning board recently 
voted to recommend denial on a 
variance application that asks 
for an extension of the park into 
an area which was shown on 
approved plans made in 1951, 
and for which a previous 
variance had, been voted by the 
board of appeals. At the present 
time there are 126 trailer homes 
in the park. The “approved” 
plan shows sites for 142. 

The appeals board members 
will have to decide whether or 
not the present owner can ex- 
tend into the area of 16 unused 
sites. They will also have to 
decide on whether or not the 
reports of violations are valid 
Attorney Kevin Sullivan 
presented the case before the 
ard of appeals on April 25. 

The accusations of violations 
of building laws, Sullivan said, 
tor a permitted use, under state 
law “is a legal point, which has 
been kicked around. The town 
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counsel and Mr. Granfield are 
now researching the case." 

In some instances, he said, 
trailer owners have built a one 
room addition, such as a sun 
room, keeping entirely within 
the area allocated for the 
trailer. These are the alleged 
violations. The arguments 
seemed to focus, for a whileyon 
a trailer of a Mr. Coletti, which 
has such an addition. 

Mr. DeMaggio, the former 
owner, Sullivan said, had ob- 
tained a variance back in June 
1951, of which, he believed, the 
planning board was not aware. 
‘The present owner purchased 
the property 12 to 15 years ago, 
under the terms of that 
variance. 

The-planning board, he said, 
had never requested any in- 
formation about the variance. 
Over $1 million in taxes are paid 
each year to the town of 
Tewksbury, there are said to be 
no police problems, and it is also 
said there are people who want 
to move into the trailer park 

The records show that the 
variance was granted, Sullivan 
said. The only entrance to the 
park is through Billerica. It 
would be a hardship to the owner 
to deny the variance, it was 
argued. 

The Tewksbury assessors 
have taxed the land for many 
years, he said, on the basis of the 
“approved” plan. They assess 
for 142 sites. 
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of the sewer goes through parts 
of the town that are already 
quite congested. 

Margaret McNeil: “Is this the 
same PRD as was turned down 
twice by the town meeting? A 
disgrace! Absolutely a 
disgrace!" 

Arthur Smith rose to say he 
had absolutely the opposite 
feeling 

“It Twas a kid 25 years old I 
could not find a place in which to 
live. Every town in this state 
makes it impossible for the 
young people. Young people 
need homes, and they cannot 
afford $100,000 for homes." 

“I think eight acres is too 
large,” said Smith. “Reduce it 
to three or four. Half these lots 
are under water and the con- 
servation commission will never 
let you get near them. 

“We are driving these young 
people out of the state. It is time 
we face the facts that young 


people have to live and that two 
families can live in the same 
house."" 

“We send our young people to 
live in some broken down rat 
infested trap in Lawrence! This 
is a working man's town, not a 
Harvard or Weston. I think eight 
acres is too restrictive.”” 

Mrs. McNeil said her youngest 
child was about to be married 
and would live in Lowell. “He 
has to learn. I had to when I was 
young."” 

Arnold Blake: “These are 
adjusted to meet the needs of the 
young people. It is only fair. We 
reduce the acreage of land used 
We reduced the number of units, 
all in the nature of a com- 
promise. 

“I have to agree with Mr. 
Smith, that there are no homes, 
no mother-in-law apartments. 
The day is going to come when 
we are going to have to do it.” 


Driveway approved for 
Metropolitan Life? 


The Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, which owns 
17 acres of land off North Street 
and near Ames Hill in 
Tewksbury, seems to have won 
the right to construct a 60 foot 
driveway off North Street into 
its property. The driveway 
would double the size of the 
present unused driveway to the 
Digital property. It is located 
nearly opposite Wang 

The decision has been pending 
for several months for two 
reasons. The main reason is that 
the five members of the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals 
who heard the arguments have 
not all been present at one time 
in any subsequent board of 
appeals meeting 

There is also a question about 
payment of taxes, which was 
raised by Chief Assessor Nor- 
man Boudreau at the hearing. 
Metropolitan is in the process of 
“Landcourting” its property, a 
court process which would 
remove all doubt as to owner- 
ship. This has kept the tax 
assessing process in abeyance 

On April 25 two of the five 
members who heard the case, 
Jean Russell and Bruce Gordon 
were absent, but Chairman Bob 
Greenleaf called for a vote; 
which resulted in a unanimous 
decision in favor, If either of the 
absent members vote in favor, 
hen the board will be recorded 

being in favor. 

Appeals Board member Don 
McKinley, who did not sit on the 
case, recorded himself to be in 
opposition. McKinley argued 
with both the chairman and 
member Bill Schuellein, citing 
the juxtaposition of the Wang 
driveway, and the nearness of 
the fire station as potential 


dangers 
Both the chairman and 
Schuellein told him that the 


arguments were finished, and 
the decision was up to the five 
members who heard the case. 
McKinley was not silenced by 
those statements 

Chairman Bob Greenleaf said 
he “felt that Met(ropolitan) has 
done its utmost’’ in its 
presentation of the case. Later 
McKinley noted that if both the 
two absent members “were not 
in favor” the case would be 
defeated 

If, he said, one more member 
votes approval Metropolitan will 
have the right to construct a 60 
foot driveway with curbing 
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separating the entrance from 
the exit lane. Metropolitan is 
planning the construction of 
several office buildings on its 
property. 

On May 3 Jean Russell did 
vote in favor, and at the same 
time said that she*was sym: 
pathetic to the position of 
McKinley. So, it turned out, was 
Chairman Bob Greenleaf 

The board agreed that 
McKinley should have the 
authority to further investigate, 
even though he was not one of 
the members to sit on the case. 
McKinley can discuss the case 
with the Tewksbury assessors, 
and with the Tewksbury 
Planning Board, and report 
back to the Board of Appeals. 

Greenleaf agreed that 
McKinley had some good points, 
regarding traffic, and pointed 
out further that there is about 
100 acres of land owned by 
Metropolitan nearer to the 
Digital site off Andover Street 
which might, in the future, be 
using the 60 foot driveway. He 
was much in favor of a con- 
versation between McKinley 
and the planning board.

There is to be an “operations 
assistant’' tor the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works in 
Tewksbury. The board of 
selectmen so voted, in a DPW 
meeting on Saturday, April 30. 

The vote may help to clear up 
what was becoming an ugly 
situation. The operations 
assistant is primarily to work on 
water and sewer problems, and 
the collection of water revenues, 
which are at this time in the 
process of being brought up to 
date after several years of being 
behind schedule, The assistant 
will be under the supervision of 
DPW Superintendent Pattison 

The assistant will take some of 
the pressure off Pattison, who is 
currently overseeing the water 
and sewer operations first hand. 
The post may not take all the 
pressure off him, however. He 
will still have to meet with the 
new operations assistant to 
discuss courses of action, And 
Pattison feels it may take 
several months for the new 
person to become comfortable in 
the post 

What Pattison says he also 
needs, and has not been able to 
get for some five years, is a 
“general foreman’, who would 
be the direct supervisor of DPW 
personnel, The general foreman 
would be responsible for 
assigning personnel at the start 
of the day and for overseeing 
fill-in needs, ete. Currently that 
task is split between department 
foremen and Pattison. 

During the past few weeks the 
pressures have become more 
noticeable. 

Several weeks ago the 
selectmen voted that Pattison 
should have an agenda, and the 
supporting documents in the 
hands of the selectmen on 
Mondays prior to the DPW 
meetings on Thursday. The 
motion had been made by 
Selectman Bill Hallisey 

Agenda materials had been 
arriving late, and such was the 
case at a recent meeting, The 
agenda was given to the 
selectmen after the DPW 
meeting had started. This led to 
a direct clash, 

There are several reasons for 
the problem, the main one being 
that the Tewksbury DPW 
operates on a bare minimum 
budget 

Because of the financial 
restrictions the DPW board has 
turned down every request for 
assistance. This year Pattison 
again asked for the “general 
foreman’’ position and in his 
budget request sought $2,943 to 
offer a paid promotion for 
someone in the department 
That person would also be a 
working foreman. The request 
was deleted by the DPW board. 

Pattison explained the need 
for the position in his written 
budget recommendations on 
March 4. He asked the board to 
“ereate the new position of 
General Foreman. This position 
is absolutely essential to assure 
this community that the 
department is operating at its 
maximum efficiency 

Pattison had also asked tor 
two office managers, to work 
part time schedules - 26 weeks 
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long and 40 hours a week for 
each. 

There had been no positive 
response. Instead selectmen 
were doing what can be 
described as a “slow burn’ 
because the DPW agendas were 
not being prepared on time. Not 
only that, but often there were 
items on the agenda that were 
new to the selectmen. 

Those new items result from 
the fact that Pattison is a person 
who likes to do favors for people. 
People approach him with 
problems. If he cannot act 
directly, then he is likely to put 
in another item on the agenda 
for the next meeting, items that 
are unexpected by the select- 
men. 

In the April 28 meeting, 
Selectmen Bill Hallisey and 
Charles Coldwell were the most 
outspoken, The new younger 
board members also took part, 
but in milder tones. 

Hallisey moved to “directly 
reprimand the superintendent” 
for “disobeying orders of this 
board."’ A few moments later, as 
he continued to discuss the 
charges he added that the 
superintendent “insults us, as 
far as I am concerned.” 

It was noted that Chairman 
Paul Sullivan had not received 
an agenda, noon time. 
Hallisey felt that it was “time 


the superintendent stopped 
playing games.” 
Pattison, quietly, admitted 


that he not perfect, He had, 
he said, “worked damned hard 
over the past weekend,” and 
“until 2 a.m. today." He ad- 
mitted that he wrong, and 
accepted the blame. 

It was agreed that the 
discussion should be tabled ‘‘at 
this time” and “until such time 
as the agenda is again not 
prepared.” 

But a few moments later an 
item came up in the agenda, 
which, Hallisey said, was a 
“dangerous position,’ “Don't 
put things in the agenda unless 
the board is prepared to discu: 
them,” he told Pattison, “I 
got to stop.’ 

Sullivan agreed, but said that 
the board is reluctant to 
reprimand Mr. Pattison, On the 
vote to reprimand, only Hallisey 
voted “aye.” Coldwell voted 
“present and the three 
remaining Selectmen, Sullivan, 
m Girard and Brian Sheehan, 
voted *‘no.”

Frank Tuttle builds perpetual calendar 


In the days of Julius Ceasar 
the Romans brought the 
calendar up to date. Somehow, 
up to that time the leap year had 
not been understood. The Julian 
calendar, as it was called, lasted 
until 1582. 

There was a problem. Every 
400 years there is another figure 
that has to be introduced 
Gregory was the Pope, and he 
corrected the calendar, which 
since then has been known as the 
Gregorian calendar. 

In Great Britain, however, the 
people refused to have anything 
to do with a calendar bearing a 
Pope's name. 

By 1752 the British calendar 
was 13 days out of timing, It w 
something in the same nature as 
the present day Greek Orthodox 
calendar, which has never been 
corrected. The British then 
advanced their calendar 13 
days, and adopted the Gregorian 
calendar at that time. 

Those 13 days were not un. 
derstood by the British public.

Christmas 1982 
was not a merry one for the 
DeCelles family. but they are 
expecting Christmas 1983 to be 
especially joyous 

Tt was the holiday season, and 
Richard “Rick” DeCelles and his 
wife Joanne were readying for the 
25th, along with their infant son 
Gregory. now six months old 

But just a week before 
Christmas. Rick. “feeling lousy 
went to Mount Auburn Hospital 
(in Cambridge). they took some 
blood, they found out, and I was 
admitted to Lahey Clinic on Dec 
21 

What the blood tests revealed 
was leukemia attacking the 32 
year-old man’s body 

It was very sudden.” says 
Joanne. 26.. “He had never been 
sick until then 

“It was a great holiday for all of 
us.”’ sardonically remarks Rick's 
brother Kenneth. 34. the oldest of 
the seven DeCelles children. "We 
had to fake it for the nephews

At the Lahey Clinic Medical 
Center in Burlington. Rick. a life

Mortgage tips 
for retirees 


The last time many people now 
nearing retirement were in the home- 
buying market, the popular mort- 
gage had a fixed term (up to 30 
years) as well as a fixed rate (per- 
haps 5 or 6 percent). 

Consumer interest rates were low 
as well. But all that has changed. 

Home mortgages now come in a 
wide variety of sizes and shapes, and 
interest rates run around 12 to 13 
percent. 

Fortunately for those who want 
them, the basic fixed-term, fixed: 
rate option is still available, Most ex 
Perts recommend that people who 
need to finance a retirement home 
try to find such a mortgage 

On the other hand, many retirees 
don't need or want a mortgage, be- 
cause they can pay for their home 
with cash. However, buyers should 
keep in mind that deductible interest 
payments on the mortgage can serve 
as a tax shelter against the home- 
owner's retirement income 

For those planning to retire in 10 
or 15 years, an increasingly popular 
vehicle is the growing-equity mort 
gage (GEM). In this case, the buyer 
makes alarge downpayment. 

Initial monthly» payments are 
comparable to a fixed-rate, 30-year 
schedule. After that, they go up about 
5 percent a year with all of the addi- 
tional money being used to pay off 
the principal. The term of the loan Is 
15 years.

Lowfat milks, those labeled 1 
percent and 2 percent, have a 


milkfat content of 1.0 and 2.0 
percent. If they're also labeled, 
“protein fortified,"" that means 
nonfat milk solids have been 
added to reach the 10 percent 
level, rather than 8.25 perceut, 
which is standard. Vitamin D is 
added to almost all of these milks. 

Lowfat milk comes in quart, 
half-gallon and gallon sizes just 
like whole milk. 

of Chocolate Milk 

When children or teenagers 
have a special occasion or need a 
treat, let them have chocolate 
milk. 

Just as you have options of 
white milk, so, too, you have them 
for chocolate. Chocolate milk is 
whole milk with chocolate or 
cocoa and sweeteners added 
Chocolate lowfat milk is made 
with 1 percent or 2 percent white 
milk with the same additions. 

There's even a chocolate skim 
milk which is just what you'd 
expect: skim milk with chocolate 
or cocoa and sweeteners, Vitamin 
A is added to fortify them, while 
vitamin D is optional for all of 
them. Chocolate milks are 
generally packaged is the 
smaller, quart containers. 

Other Real Milks 

Those who want to save ad: 
ditional money and calories can 
mix their own milk. Reconstitute 
nonfat dry milk and water and 
use, or mix equal parts of it with 
other milk. Nonfat dry milk 
comes boxed or in individual 
packets 

Evaporated milk comes in 
cans. It starts out as whole milk, 
which is then concentrated by 
evaporating the water; it's 
homogenized and fortified with 
vitamin D (400 UI per pint), 
packed in cans, sealed and 
sterilized, Add water according to 
label directions if you want to 
reconstitute it. There's also now 
available an evaporated skim 
milk with vitamins A and D. 

Sweetened, condensed milk is 
also canned but is completely 
different from the evaporated 
kind. It's whole milk concentrate 
to which nutritive sweetener has 
been added to prevent spoilage, 
and it is used for special desserts. 

Buttermilk is made by adding o 
bacterial culture to milk for tangy 
flavor and special ‘consistency 
Sometimes you'll even find flecks 
of real butter for extra flavor, 
since it’s a lowfat type of milk. 

So you see, the choice is yours: 
whole, skim or lowfat; white, 
chocolate or buttermilk; UHT or 
acidophilus; nonfat dry or 
evaporated, in carton, can or an 
occasional bottle. You can even 
get the smaller cartons in school, 
cafeteria, restaurant or vending 
machine. There's always a milk

Forget the Boston Marathon. 
For real thrills and chills it’s hard 
to match the animal running 
events staged by a group of 
Harvard University scientists 

Competitors have included 62 
species of animals, among them 
snakes, tarantulas, lions, camels, 
kangaroos, goats, and pigs. The 
animals don't actually race each 
other, but are placed on tread: 
mills running at various speeds to 
determine just how efficiently 
they hop, skip, jump, run, slither, 
or whatever. 

By measuring oxygen and 
muscle energy used by the 
animals and analyzing how they 
shift from one speed to another, 
the scientists have amassed new 
information on how living things, 
including people, move around 
WOUNDED IN ACTION 

Coaxing animals to do their 
stuff on a treadmill hasn't al: 
been easy. C. Richard Taylor, the 
Harvard University physiologist 
who is coordinating the 


locomotion study, was clawed by 
a nervous cheetah and had to 
have 36 stitches. He also has 
chased runaway ostriches down 
corridors and suffered through an 
impromptu wrestling match with 
areluctant chimp. 

Taylor, whose work is partly 
funded by the National 
Geographic Society, occasionally 
has hit on offbeat schemes to keep 
his charges moving. He inspired 
lions to run at full speed by 
buzzing near their ears like an 
angry tsetse fly, one insect that 
plagues the animals in the wild 

Goats, dogs, horses, and pigs 
were among the star performers, 


hardly needing any en- 
couragement. Cats were the 
worst. ‘'They're perverse,” 


sighed Taylor. “The offer of 
choice bits of tuna, nothing would 
keep them plugging away 
Perhaps it's their sense of in. 
dependence, but cats escaped 
us."

The same thing happens with 
horses. When they change gait 
from a trot to a gallop all four

The right to representation 


Anyone has the right 
to be represented by 
the person of his or her 
choice in dealings with 
the Social Security 
Administration, Dover 
C. Crawford, Social 
Security district 
manager in Malden 
said recently. There 
are a number of rules 
governing the use of 
such representatives, 
however, Essentially 
these rules are 
designed to protect the 
claimant's interests. 

The representatives 
may or may not be an 
attorney, but cannot be 
a corporation or 
organization 

The appointment of 
the representatives 
must be in writing. If 
the person is not an 
attorney, he or she 
must state his or her 
name and indicate that 
he or she is accepting 
the appointment. 

In most cases, a 
representative cannot 
sign an application for 


Only the Social 
Security Ad 
ministration or a court 
of law can decide the 
fee a representative 
can charge. Any 
contract the claimant 
may have signed is not 
binding. Both the 
claimant and the 
representative will get 
a notice of the decision 
on the fee. If the fee is 
decided by a Court, the 
law provides that it 
cannot exceed 25 
percent of past due 
benefits. 

Social Security will 
treat a representative 


as it would the 
claimant; he or she 
will receive the fullest 
Geo.
